1679. (tho now they are not to be met with) k has 
at each corner the Impreffion of a Crown, under which 
is the Year, and round it this Infcription, CAROLUS XI. 
D. G. SVE. GOT. WAN. B.EX. and m the middle of the 
.Plate in a Circle 2 DALER. SOIH. MTJt. The other fide 
of the Plate is without any Infcription. 

The Treati'e you mentioned concerning a Coyn of 
mine, inferted in the late Edition of the Britannia, is, I pre- 
fume, upon the Runic Annulet of the God Tfjor, of which I 
have the Learned Readings of two very great Men, my 
Lord Bifhop of Carlijle and Dr Hicks : And as the Antient 
Heathens inscribed the Name and EHigies of their repu- 
ted .Deity upon that Piece, Co leveral of the Modern 
Chriftian Princes of thofe Northern Countrys , have 
infcribed the Neman Tetragtamntaton of our Almigh- 
ty Jehovah on tome of their Moneys : I have etn 
Svenska t»arc of Charles the gia with it, furrounded with 
rays of Glory in themidft of the Area on the Reverfe,and 
a Mark, i Mark, and a 2 Mark piece all of the famous G»- 
{lavu-s Adolphufj with the like Characters above the Kings

Rightly to underftand the Rule in our Common- 
Prayer Books for finding Eafler. Note, 

1. That the 21ft of March, in all but Leap«years, and 
in Leap years the 50th of March, was, at the time 
of the Council of Nice, when this Rule was made, 
the Vernal Equinox : Confequemly, 

2. That the 20th of March in Leap-years is the fame as 
the 2 1 ft of March in common years. 

3. That the Full Moon meant in this Rule is not to be 
found in our Almanacks, but by the Calendar of 
our Common- Prayer Books, where, in the fir ft Co- 
lumn the Golden Number of every year is placed 
over againft the day of the New Moon in every 
month of the year. 

4. That the fourteenth day, including the ftrft day of. 
the Moon, is the Full Moon, and not the fifteenth, 
as Dr Wallis would have it in his Letter.
